Mining Troubles la aii Illinois Town 


Culminate In n Deadly Shooting 
Affray, All of the Victims Being 
Blacks—Hostilities Precipitated by 
an Unlucky Shut. 
Oartersville, Ills., Sept. 18.—Six ne- 


groes were instantly killed, one mor- 
tally wounded and two'slightly -hurt 
In a bloody riot here on Sunday after- 
uoon. 


Trouble has been hovering ever since 


the militia was recalled by Governor 
Tanner last Monday. The white min- 
ers oE this place have refused to al- 
low the negro miners to come into 
town, always meeting them and order- 
ing them back. At noon 13 negrcss, all 
armed, inarched into town, going to 
the Illinois Central depot, where they 
exchanged a £e\v words with the whits 
miners there, when the negroes pulled 
their pistols and opened fire on the 
whites, who at once returned the fire, 
when a running fight was kept up. 
The negroes scattered, but were close- 
ly followed by the whites, running up 
•the main street, while the remainder 
took down the railroad track. Here 
the execution was done, all who went 
through town escaping. 


After the fight was over four dead 


bodies were picked up and another 
mortally wounded. They were taken 
to the city hall, where the wounded 
man was attended to, and an inquest 
was held over the dead ones. 


Trouble has existed here off and on 


for over a year,- but no fatalities oc- 
curred until June 30, when a passenger 
train on the Illinois Central railroad 
was fired into and one negro woman 
killed. 
These negroes were on their 


way to the mines, having come from 
Pana. 
A short time afterward 
a 


pitched battle 
ensued 
between 
the 


union and 
nonunion 
forces, 
during 


which time the dwellings occupied by 
the union negroes were burned. 
Sev- 


eral arrests were made, and the par- 
,ties are in jail at Marion on the charge 
of murder, awaiting trial. 


The mayor has taken every precau- 


tion to prevent further trouble, and 
none will occur unless the negroes 
make an attack. The state militia is 
on the way here. 


Superintendent Donoly of the Brush 


mines, where the negroes reside, re- 
ports that the negroes are worked up 
into a frenzy, and that, while he is do- 
ing all in his power to hold them in 
check, he is afraid that he cannot do 
so much longer. 


The names of the killed are: 
Rev 


0. T. J. Floyd, Huse Bradley, John 
Black, Henry Branum, while Jim Cnm- 
mings is mortally wounded and expect- 
ed to die at any time. Two more deat 
negroes were later 
found 
near the 


Brush mines, swelling the total killed 
to six. 


One of the dead negroes is a preach- 


er, the other are laborers. One of the 
negroes, when first shot, started 
to 


run. 
He was shot again and fell. One 


of the white men then ran up and 
shot him through the head with 
i 


rifle. 
Before the 
noise of the firs 


shots had died away the streets began 
to fill with excited 
armed 
crowds 


After the armed body of negroes hac 
been scattered it was the evident in 
tention of the infuriated miners 
tc 


go to Greenville, where the big non 
union camp is located, and finish th 
work.
